Kemal’s Threat. 


Mustapha Kemal and his lieutenants 
have thrown the Mudania Convention to 
the winds. They began by the deposition of 
the Sultan, who, very courageously, re- 
fused point-blank to be deposed and 
applied to the Allies for protection. Then 
they sent a Note to the Allies which 
amounted to a notice to quit Constan- 
tinople, on the ground that the military 
occupation of the capital had become 
useless and, in the circumstances, im- 
possible. Sir Charles Harington, who was 
supported strongly by the French and 
Italian High Commissioners, informed 
Rafet Pasha, Kemal's chief representative 
at Constantinople, that the request to 


| evacuate the city could not be obeyed, 


His duty, he said, was to maintain order 
in Constantinople until it ‘should be 
handed over formally by the Allies to 
the Turks, and he proposed to fulfil 
his instructions; As a result of this 
refusal to be bullied by the Turks, 
some serious rioting took place in the 
streets of the city. Turkish students 
demonstrated against the British and 
other Allied police, and several minor 
collisions occurred on the Galata Bridge.

Allies were in earnest, sud, moreover, 


that they were at one, he changed his 
tactics, His next move was to order all 
import duties in Constantinople to be 
raised from 11 to 55 per cent., and this 
deliberate defiance of Allied authority 
forced General Harington to threaten a 
military occupation of the Customs House. 
Mustapha Kemal wants to get control 
of the Straits again before the British 
Government has had time to establish 
itself in office. He is trying, in the first 
place, to get rid of the Capitulations, and, 
having secured the withdrawal of the 
Allied troops, to assume full control over 
the Bosphorus and the Dardanelles. 
The wily Turk is.doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The Allies have promised that Con- 
| stantinople shall be restored to the Turks; 
but there are 700,000 Christians in that 
city, and until the safety of these un- 
fortunates is assured there can be no 
question of withdrawal. Furthermore, 
the freedom of the Straits is a cardinal 
point on which compromise is impossible. 
Apart altogether from Britain’s special 
interest in the matter, the Balkan peoples 
must be considered, and the Allies never 
can consent to a Turco-Bolshevist control. 
Fortunately, the Allies are united in their 
refusal to submit to Kemal’s arrogant 
demands. Circumstances have undergone 
a vast change within the past few weeks, 
and the advent of a new Government in 
England has remoyed many of the causes 
of friction among the Allies. Britain, 
France and Italy are speaking now with 
one voice, and Mustapha Kemal will be 
a very foolish man if, he tries to repeat 
his Chanak manewuvre. We are inclined 
‘to believe that his antics during the past 
few days havo been in the nature of a 
ballon d’essai. If ve are correct, he ought 
to know now how the land lies. 

The Angora Government has sacrificed 
much of the sympathy of the Moslem 
world by its high-handed deposition of the 
Sultan from the Kalifate, and its procla- 
matiog of Turkey as a virtual Republic 
has been received with astonishment. 
‘throughout Islam. These matters, of 
course, are purely of domestic interest to 
Islam, and the Allies have no right to 
interfere; but, now that the Sultan has 
thrown himself and his high office on the 


protection of Britain, France and Italy, 
it is difficult to see how they will be able

ISLAM IN AGREEMENT. 

“Then the action of Angora was taken with 
the consent of the rest of the Moslem world?“ 
I asked. 

** Angora’s decision was not a new one. It 
was taken two years ago, when the Assembi 
decided to deliver the Sulianate into the hand 
of the people. It was then that the Islamic 
States learned and approved of the fact that 
the Khilafat was in the hands of the Assembly.” 

“Tt is my understanding thet the Khilafat 
title rests with the Osman family?” I ven- 
tured.

“ THE TIMES of TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The next few days, or even hours, may be as 
critical as any through which the country has 
passed since the signing of the Armistice, nearly 
four years ago. While at home the election 


‘{ campaign, of which the result may deeply affect 


the welfare of the nation, is approaching its 
climax, the position at Constantinople and 
throughout the Near East grows steadily 
graver. The moment calls for the exercise of 
those qualities which men and women of the 
British race are wont to show in emergencies— 
coolness of thought, steadfastneas of heart and 
firmness of hand. 

It is fortunate that the Secretary of State 
for Foreigu Affairs, as a member of the House 
of Lorde, should not be compelled to make 
electiOneering his chief concorn, but should he 
free to attend with assiduity to what are now 
truly the cares of his office. Fortunate, also, is 
it that Lord Curzop should have come through 
the recent crisis which ended in the Armistice of 
Mudania with an enhanced reputation for 
— , vision, and reliability. Nor can it 

denied that the existence of a Government 
free from any suspicion of containin, a war 
party” is in iwelf-a guarantee that no con- 
siderations, save thdse of nationa: import, will 
bave weight upon official counsels. 

The most pressmg need of the moment is a 
closer union between ihe Allied Governments 
upon the broader aspects of Near Eastern 
policy and upon the practical measures to be 
taken. To aifirm that union and to prove its 
solidity in practice may be to avoid at once a 
common hutniliation and a common disaster. 
We hope, indeed we know, that every effort 
will be made by the British Government to pro. 
mote and to maintain this union. In France 
public feeling appears to be setting strongly in 
the same direction, and to be prepared to sup- 
port M. Peincaré should he adopt the policy 
for which this emergency, no less than the 
fundamental interests of France and of Europe, 
urgently calls. In Italy the new Government 
has shown an. understanding of the position 
which should be greeied in England, as in 
France, with lively satisfaction. 

It may, therefore. be hoped that the new 
crisis in the Near East may be faced jointly 

by the Allies, and by them be jointly over 
come. It is, however, indispensable that to this 
end the hands of our own Government should 
be strengthened by public approval of tneir 
attitude. For this reasop we refrain from criti. 
cal analysis of the speech made yesterday at 
Newcastle by the late Prime Minister, and of 
what is in effect the telling rejoinder to it last 
evening by Mr. Bonar Law. The crisis in the 
Near East, or the present phase of it, ought 
not to be made a subject of electioneering. Be- 
fore it is over. the whole strength of the 
national will may need to be unmistakably 
shown. The crisis itself is there, but the means 
of solving it may be here at home.

UNSOUND-CURRENCY. 


THE ONLY CURES. 

The currencies of Burope ate depreciating 
rapidly. but there is no economic reason for 
wondering why; remarks The Times editorially.

There are seven days to the 
general election in Great Britain, and all 
the leaders of the parties spoke last night. 
The subject of the Irish Treaty was dealt 
with in a number of speeches, Mr, Lloyd 
George declaring that the Treaty. was a 
settlement that would last, while Viscount 
Grey said that both the Treaty and the 
Act for the establishment of the Northern 
Parliament were binding undertakings. 
“People in Northern Ireland,” said 
Lord Londonderry, “ will do whatever they 
can to assist the South and the West to 
peace and prosperity.” 

The ratification of the Constitution 
passed by the Irish Provisiona] Govern- 
ment will not come before the new Par- 
liament as soon as expected, as it was 
stated last night that the State opening 
will take place on the 23rd, instead of 
the 20th, as originally and provisionally 
fixed. 

Mr. Bonar Law is confident of success at 
the polls, which take place this day week. 
Speaking in London last night, he de- 
clared: “I am certain of a majority. 


NEW OPENING DATE. 

When the date of the General Election was 
arranged it was expected that the State open- 
ing-of Parliament would take place on Monday, 
November 20. 

It has now been decided that His Majesiy 
will open Parliament in person on Thursday, 
November 23. 

The King, who is on a shooting visit to Lord 
Iveagh at Elveden Hall, is expected to return 
to London on Friday, in readiness for the 
Cenotaph ceremony of the following day. 

Late on Saturday afternoon Their Majesties 
will leave London for Sandringham, and are 
likely to be im Norfolk for a week. 

AN ABSURD RUMOUR. 

Rumours that negotiations had been opened 
for an arrangement between the new Govern- 
ment and the Independent Liberals were circu- 
lated yesterday as the result of the statement 
that Sir George Younger, the organiser of the 
Conservative Party, had lunched with Mr. 
Asquith and his famils. 

The specvlation—an absurd one in any case 
was promptly and emphatically stopped by Sir 
George Younger when he was interviewed on his 
arrival at Westou-super-Mare last evening. 

“There is no truth whatever in the rumours 
that I have been in negotiation with the 
Independent Liberal leaders for the purpose of 
any arrangement for the future working in 
Parliament, he declared 

“IT have not had the slightest communication 
with Mr. Asquith or with Lor! Grey concern- 
ing any rapprochement of any sort or kind,

between the Conservative Party and the 
Liberals. 
Indeed, I am so well convinced in my own 


mind that we (the Conservative Party) will 
have a working majority as à result of this 
election, that I would not be likeh to entertain 
any idea as to the necessity for such a thing. 

It wae true, added Sir George, that he 
lunched on Monday with Mr. Asquith. but the 
luncheon. was purely a private one, at which no 
one else was present but the members of Mr. 
Asquith’s own family. Certainly vo euch 
matters as formed the subject of the day's 
rumours were discussed there. 

“A LASTING SETTLEMENT.” 

Mr. Lloyd Georgo referred to Ireland ai 
Sunderland vesterday, when he spoke in sup- 
port of Sir Hamar Greenwood's candidature. 

The part played by Sir Hamar in the Irish 
settlement, be said, had been distorted and 
cruelly misrepresented. He appointed him to 
the office of Chief Secretary, because he was a 
man of courage, and he told him, when he 
accepted the appointment, that it was dan: 
gerous politically. 

Sir Hamar faced the job with absolute 
courage, feariessuess, and resolution. Mr. 
Michael Collins, Mr. Mulcahy, and Mr. Arthur 
Griffith overbore Mr. de Valera and the er- 
tremists; but, if it bad not been for the reso- 
lute fight put up by Sir Hamar Greenwood, 
they would never bave had the Treaty with Ire.

A SMALLER CABINET. 

Tt is pointed out that Mr. Bonar Law's

Mr. Gladstone in 
1886 had only 14 Cabinet Ministers. 

The Salisbury Cabinet was originally one of 
17, and eventually it reached the number of 19. 

The last Conservative Cabinet to rule the 
country, Mr. Balfour's, consisted of 17 Ministers. 
Mr. Asquith had a Liberal Cabinet of 19, and 
the first Coalition Cabinet had 23 members. 

The War Cabinet of five followed. 

A year after the armistice Mr. Lloyd George 
reverted to the old Cabinet system by cou- 
stituting a Cabinet of 25 members. 

Gradually that number has been reduced. 
When Mr. Lloyd George resigned on the 19th 
of last month the Cabinet consisted of 19 
members.

“ AUTOBIOGRAPHY” OF 
THE MURDERER. 


Part of the .astonishing autobiography of a 
murderer, which revealed the Jekyll and Hyde 
existence. of a cashier iu a London bank, were 
read at the inquest yesterday on 

Archibald’ Grey, 21, clerk, 

and 

Lindsay Lindsey, 32, chief cashier. 

Both were employed at the bank of Messrs. 
H. 8. King and Sons, Pall Mall, where, after 
closing hours on Saturday, Grey was at- 
‘tacked and shot by Lindsey, who then com- 
mitted suicide. 

Lindsey's motive was jealousy. He had been 
rejected by Miss Edith Mary Ferguson, the 
peighteen-year-old typist at the bank, who stated 


become engaged. Lindsey hed constantly in- 
vited her to accompany him to theatres and 
other places, but she refused, aud when he de- 
dlared that he. was de ly attached to her she 
replied: It is wo gual? From fitgt to last, 
she had rejected Lindsey's advances. 

A police officer stated that Lindsey, since 
being disappointed in his love affairs, had led 
a sort of Jekyll-and-Hyde existence. Since. 
March he had drawn over 41000 from one 
and had given way to a life of dissipation 
West End. 

LETTER OF 52 PAGES. 

The Coroner said that Lindsey had written to 
him a letter of fifty-two pages. He could, read 
some of the extracts, which he thought material. 

The letter was dated October 24th lust, and 
in it Lindsey said that he wrote it for an hour 
or two each night. 

Writing of the incident on June 19, 1921, when 
he sent Miss For n a letter asking her to 
become his wife, Lindsey said that she politely 
told him that her answer was No.” 

The letter proceeded :—' 1 was seized with a 
feeling of great loneliness and a craving for 
feminine company I had never felt before. 
Realise the position in which I found myself. 
I had leisure and money, for a long period no 
companion, and a keen desire for teunnine 
company.

her away with me for a holiday. 

“I do not offer any excuse for this, my first, 
step in an immoral life. I was simply crazy 
for the company of a girl—someone to love.” 

“OUTSIDE THE PALE.” 

Lindsey went on to say that he afterwards 
had the feeling that he had placed himself 
outside the pale of decent men, and that he 
could not again look into the eyes of a decent 

irl. 

It is so difficult for me,” he wrote, to see 
her daily in the company of Grey, and the 
strain was rendered more difficult by his con- 
duct in the matter. It is one of tlie strongest 
forces whieh. has compelled me to kill him. 

“ He has adopted the pose of the victor. 
“TI formed the resolve some months ago to 
smash and utterly destroy him. I resolved he 
should not have this beautiful girl, even if it 
cost my own life. I have lost my private for- 
tune in dissipation. I have lost my self- 
respéct. My own life is of little value to me, 
and I will not live to see my rival marry her 
and possess ber entirely. 

He has openly tadnted me with my loss. I 
hope to kill him unawares, so that his death will 
come upon him as suddenly and painlessly. as 
possible.“ 

The Coroner,. summing up, spoke of the 
blameless character of Grey and his honourable 
attachment to Miss Ferguson. Grey was shot 
from behind, and, in order to make doubly 
sure, there was another wound in the left 
temple.

£20,000 LOSE IN WAGES.

The strike on the Great Southern. and 
Western Railway, at Kingsbridge ' termmus, 
has now been 23 days in progress, and there is 
no immediate prospect of a settlement.

The situation, briefly stated, is as follows: 
The men are on strike because their demand 
for a guaranteed week would not be conceded 
by the management of the railway, who main- 
tain that there is not sufficient work for the 
entire staff for a full week, and further, that 
they should be the judges of the number of 
men that they require. It was also made clear 
to the men’s Unions that at the outbreak of 
the strike the company’s business was 45 per 
cent. less than at the corresponding period of 
last year, while the reduction of the staff was 
only 29 per cent. 

The number of men affected is roughly 1,500, 
of whom 1,500 were employed at the company's 
works at Inchicore. About 200 were employed 
at, Kingsbridge, and the balance would be made 
up at the North Wall, Sallins, Naas, and Neu- 
bridge stations. The wages paid to these men 
would be about £6,000 a week, so that up to 
the present a sum of about £20,000 has been 
lost in wages. .

It is, therefore, very desirable, in the in- 
terests of the men themselves, in the interests 
of the company, whose business is dislocated ;

THE STOPPAGE OF PERMITS. 


In the early stages of the dispute the Strike 
Committee of the Transport Workers’ Union 
issued permits to merchants for the removal 
of perishable goods from the railway premises, 
on the condition that a portion of the profits 
was handed over to charitable imstitutions to 
be named by the Committee. It is understood 
that. the Committee have decided not to issue 
further permits, as they allege, that many 
merchants have not complied with this stipu- 
lation, and they also point out that traders 
have now had sufficient time to remove the 
goods which were in the store when the strike 
began. 

Interviewed last evening by an Jrish Times 
representative, Mr. James Bermingham, Irish 
Secretary of the National Union of Railway- 
men, said with reference to a statement in 
one of the Dublin morning papers yesterday, 
that the Strike Committee had decided to 
issue no more permits for the removal of 
goods,” that he had nothing to do with the 
issue of these permits in any way. He pro- 
ceeded :—“ This rested with the Strike Come 
mittee of the National Union of Railwaymen. 
who have informed me that they had issued 
no permits under any circumstances whatsoever, 
and that any permits up to now were issued 
by the Transport Workers’ Union. Therefore, 
anv anomalies arising therefrom cannot be 
visited upon the National Union of Railway- 
men's Committee. The Strike Committee re- 
pudiates any sinister motives of dividing the 
spoils as a result of issuing such permits, as it 
had nothing whatever to do with my members. 
Such an innovation in strike methods is foreign 
to the principles of the National Union. of 
Railwaymen.” 

Mr. Bermingham added:—‘‘ There is no 
further change in the situation, but I shall be 
glad to assist in every possible way to bei 
this unfortunate dispute to an end.“

EXHUMED WIDOW CASE. 


DOCTOR’S LETTERS TO WIFE 
READ IN COURT. 
After two adjournmments, Dr. Bernard Hartz- 
horne yesterday again appeared at Clerkenweil 


Police Court, London, before Mr. Bingley, 
charged with attempted suicide. 
Dr. Hurtsborne was found at the Hotel 


Russell, suffering from the effects of poisoning 

Mr. Oliver said that the date of the alleged 
attempted suicide was October lí. On August 
16 Mrs. Clara Jelfs, a widow, aged about 64, 
died at Barrow Gate road, Chiswick. Her 
death certificate was signed by defendant, and 
recurded, in technica] language, the cause of 
death, including heart trouble and collapse 
nine hours after the. anasthesia.”’ 

Early in October the Coroner for the dis- 
trict, for good reasons, found it necessary to 
hold an inquest on the body of that lady, and 
it had to be exhumed. On October 16 the post- 
mortem examination was made, and on October. 
18 the inquest was held. 

On October 17 Dr. Hartzhorne rang up the 
Hotel Russell and asked for a room that even- 
ing. At a quarter to eleven that night he 
arrived at the hotel, and signed the register 
„F. B. Armstrong, British, 1 Fairfax road, 
Hampstead. 

Counsel explained that the way Dr. Hartz- 
horne came to be found was that he had 
written to his wife on the 17th on Hotel 
Russell notepaper :— 

My peargst wire,—I want you not to blame 
yourself for what I do to-night. I am going 
to sleep. It was all arranged in my mind about 
the time you came to me this morning, and [ 
was rejoiced with your conversation this even- 
ing, because then [ know you could live to 
forgive me. 

“ After all, I am 63, and have had my time. 
T am too shaken to feel. I cannot bear 3 
public trial, so am making my bow instead. 

It would all be quite easy, but that I am 
leaving you. My plain ring for Stella, with my 
love. My love has been yours in increasing 
ratio. and was never so fond as now.—-Bsrwarp. 

“ P.S.—I shall wait to meet you. Have given 
the name of Armstrong here.“ 

He also sent the following short letter to his 
wife :— 

“TI have £7 10s. on me, and nearly 10s. in 
silver. I go to sleep with your dear letter next 
my heart. I am not unhappy. I have written 
to the Coroner.—B.” 

Dr. Hartzhorne’s. wife was naturally upset on 
getting those letters, and she appeared at the 
hotel on the morning of October 18 im a state 
of great agitation. 

Hee husband's room was locked, and when 

the door was forced he was found in the con- 
dition counsel had stated. 
i Dr. Chalmers was called, and injected 
strychnine. He succeeded in restoring Dr. 
Hartzhorne, so that he could be removed to the 
Roval Free Hospital. 

In the room was found a hypodermic syringe 
and a quantity of morphine, but there was no
